Aa a result of It all, Austria gained 
but one small vlotory. Hy causing 
tha formation of the Albanian king- 
dom. Austria had prevented Serrla 
from obtaining a seaport, the principal 
ambition of the Slavic monarchy. But 
In doing this Austria brought herself 
npllcatlon with Italy, which 
hsd caat envious eyes on AI- 
nd It looked for a time aa It 
there would be serious clashes be- 
tween the two nations. 

Austria then found I., .self la a 
somewhal preearioua aituatlon.
